The 5 NPL references are Applicant's own associated WO applications, and do 
not teach that a centralized routing table consisting of ALPA addresses and their 
associated ports and the crossbar switch creates direct paths between the first and 
second ports based on arbitrated loop primitives, the direct paths excluding all other 
ports.
